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Weekend  Movie  tests

After  a two  week  run  in  its  new  and 
smaller  location  the  Weekend  Movie  is 
experiencing  “no  problems,”  according  to 
Jay  Eitner,  assistant  business  director  of 
the  ELWC. 

The  program  was  moved  into  room  194 
JKB  during  the  Semester  break  in  order 
to  accomodate  the  International  Film 
Festival  series  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
Auditorium.  The  IFF  had  previously  been 
located  in  the  Varsity  Theater  on  Monday 
afternoons  but  was  transferred  for  a 
variety  of  reasons. 

“It’s  an  upgrading  of  our  whole 
program,”  said  Joseph  Baker  director  of 
the  IFF.  “They  won’t  let  us  into  the 
Varsity  Theater  anymore.  They  want 
popular  family  entertainment  only.  They 
won’t  tolerate  academic  programs  or 
anything  that  even  hints  of  a serious 
movie.  It’s  all  Doris  Day  and  Rock 
Hudson.” 

Classes  out 
for  services

BAKER,  who  feels  justified  ia  taking 
over  the  large  Auditorium  claims  that  a 
good  percentage  of  the  students  would 
choose  a high  quality  foreign  film  for 
weekend  entertainment  if  it  was  available. 
After  considering  that  65,000  students 
attended  the  Weekend  Movie  last  year 
while  only  9,306  went  to  the  IFF,  Baker 
stated,  “That  doesn’t  necessarily  mean 
that  65,000  wanted  to  see  the  Weekend 
Movie.  I think  they  just  wanted  to  see  a 
movie  on  the  weekend.” 

Eitner,  who  was  “uncomfortable” 
about  having  to  take  the  responsibility 
for  films  shown  in  the  ELWC,  expressed 
satisfaction  for  the  change.  “We  were 
being  held  responsible  for  the  decisions 
by  the  language  department  of  what  film 
to  show.  I am  the.  one  that  gets  called  on 
to  answer  complaints  about  the  foreign 
films.” 

“They  think  a foreign  film  has  to  be 
dirty,’’  commented  IFF  spokesman 
Francesco  Gnoli,  of  those  who  find  the 
foreign  films  objectionable.  “You  just 
can’t  find  a film  that  doesn’t  have  some 
kind  of  conflict  between  good  and  evil.” 

“FOREIGN  films  are  usually  ‘adult’ 
films’”,  said  Gnoli  who  objects  to  the 
move,  “but  they  are  only  adult  in  that 
none  of  them  are  for  kids.  They  are  on  an 
adult  level.  American  films  just  aren’t 
made  that  way.”  He  felt  that  the  IFF  was 
failing  in  the  Varsity  Theater  because  of 
its  limited  time  slot— from  1 to  7 p.m.  on 
Monday. 

Baker  explained  that  a small  projection 
room  in  184  JKB  prevented  the  IFF  from 
being  shown  in  that  room.  “The 
necessary  35mm  projectors  weigh  800 
pounds  and  require  a huge  exhaust 
system.  It  was  either  the  Auditorium  or 
the  Varsity  Theater,”  he  said.

Jail,  stuck  between  the  “other  side  of 
the  tracks”  and  the  freeway— nearly 
inaccessible. 

The  jailer  winced:  “You’d  be  better 
off  paying  the  fine.”  I said  nothing. 

He  took  me  to  a place  for 
weekenders-about  12  bunks  and  a 
toilet  in  the  room. 

“Where  else  do  you  put  prisoners?”  I 
blundered. 

“The  “tank,’  ” he  said.  “But  you 
don’t  want  to  go  in  there.  There’s  some 
addicts,  drunks,  all  kinds  of  guys  in 
there.” 

Protesting,  he  escorted  me  down  a 
long  hall,  unlocked  one  door  and  peered 
through  a few  holes  to  view  the  tank.  I 
saw  a few  eyes  drift  by  the  holes, 
checking  me  out. 

“Get  him  a mattress  and  a food  tray,” 
the  jailer  told  a trustee.  Tray  in  hand,  he 
opened  the  door,  threw  the  mattress  in, 
waited  till  I was  in  and  slammed  the 
door  with  a ring  of  the  Bastille.  No  one 
stirred  or  turned  around. 

Inside,  the  place  was  bare  and  the 
paint  was  peeling.  In  the  center  was  a 
long  table,  a multipurpose  unit  for 
eating,  talking,  playing,  and  putting 
jigsaw  puzzles  together  on.  On’ one  side 
ran  bars  and  a catwalk  affair  for  jailers 
and  trustees. 

ON  THE  other  side  were  five  rooms, 
each  with  a bar  door  in  front  .The  rooms 
housed,  or  rather  had  8 bunks,  one 
toilet  and  a sink  thrown  in  around  the 
space  at  random. 

The  toilets  were  filthy;  the  area 
around  them  worse.  Day  or  night, 
someone  using  one  could  be  seen  by 
everyone.  All  rooms  were  in  sight  of  the 
dining  area  and  no  one  could  do 
anything  without  being  seen. 

I threw  my  mattress  on  one  of  the 
bunks— an  iron  mat  dangling  out  from 
the  wall  like  a castle  drawbridge.  The 
mattress  looked  like  it  was  full  of  last 
year’s  excretion.  I had  to  sleep  on  it; 
with  only  one  blanket,  I had  the  choice 
of  putting  it  above  me  or  beneath  me. 
I’d  rather  lay  in  a pig  sty  than  freeze  on 
a couch. 

I PUT  MY  notebook  and  clipboard  on 
the  bunk  above  and  sat  down  to  figure 
out  what  to  do  next.

A weekend

^ Some  call  it  “the  place,”  some  call  it  a 
mortuary  where  everyone  spends  the 
night  on  hard-iron  coffins,  and  some  call 
it  hell. 

I can’t  blame  them.  I spent  last 
weekend  there  and  1 hated  it  too. 

The  Utah  County  Jail  is  just  not  a 
popular  place  for  hardcore  cons  or 
first-timers. 

My  story  began  with  the  bond  issue 
proposal  for  a new  Judicial-Security 
Building  that  was  rejected  by  Provoans. 
From  there,  I wound  up  with  a $15 
traffic  ticket  and  elected  to  spend  two 
nights  in  jail  to  knock  S4  off  the  fine, 
and  see  how  bad  it  really  is.  Up  to 
yesterday  morning,  I was  behind  bars. 

The  judge  had  glanced  at  me  coldly 
and  asked,  “Are  you  sure  you  want  to 
go  there  for  two  nights?” 

Yes,  I said  to  him— and  to  the  county 
clerk  who  filled  out  the  committment. 
She  asked,  “Have  you  ever  been  to  jail 
before?”  I mentioned  I’d  spend  a night 
for  hitchiking.  “But  in  this  jail?”  she 
added.  No,  I hadn’t.  As  I left  she  shook 
her  head. 


FRIDAY  MORNING,  I stepped 
through  the  imposing  entrance  to  the

In  came  the  first  guy  who 
talked  to  me. 

“I  hate  it  here,”  he  punctuated 
between  questions  about  me. 
“When  I get  outta  here  I’m  gonna 
take  one  heir  of  a trip  . . . a 
spoon  . . . some  meth  . . . some 
horse  . . . some  cotton  . . . I’m  out 
forever  . . . dead  ...” 

He’s  been  in  the  tank  34  days 
counting  today,  and  “I’ve  seen  21 
guys  come  and  go,  I’ve  eaten 
lunch  32  times,  I’ve  taken  11 
showers,  I’ve  walked  around  this 
cell ...  I don’t  know  how  many 
times  . . . there’s  1 1,208  bars— I’ve 
counted  them  three  times.” 

Has  the  jail  changed  him? 

“I’m  just  going  to  get  as  far  as  I 
can  out  of  this  place  ...  find 
some  friends  in  the  east.” 

The'  boy  is  in  there  for  petty 
larceny,  He  “borrowed”  $20  from 
his  mother  and  went  skiing.  When 
he  came  back,  three  policemen 
arrested  him.  His  mother  asked 
the  judge  to  put  him  in  jail.  He 
was  given  the  maximum-4 
months  for  $20.  She  thinks  it  will 
be  good  for  him.  He  says  it’ll  take 
a “d — good  psychiatrist  a couple 
years”  to  get  him  back  to  normal. 

THEN  HE  went  back  to  pacing, 
taking  over  where  another 
prisoner  stopped.  The  infernal 
pacing  was  interrupted  only 
occasionally  with  the  cough  of  a 
toilet. 

Each  day  was  split  in  three 
segments  with  breakfast,  lunch 
and  dinner  highlighting  each 
section.  Without  meals,  the 
boredom  might  have  gotten  to 
them  all.  As  it  was,  when  each  cell 
door  clanked  shut  as  the  trustees 
dished  out  the  food  every  prisoner 
was  happy  inside.  “It’s  a change, 
isn’t  it?”  a prisoner  mused. 

The  meals  tasted  good,  though 
they  were  not  highly  nutritional. 
Pork  chops  and  rice  was  the  bill  of 
fare  Friday  night.  Saturday 
featured  a hamburger  4 times  the 
size  of  a McDonald’s.  “If  we  had 
steak  and  lobster,”  one  con 
fantasized,  “I  don’t  think  I could 
handle  it.” 

Prisoners  weren’t  allowed  knives 
or  forks.  The  spoon  served  for  all 
meat.  Trays  were  not  washed  by 
the  jailers.  They  stayed  on  the 
table  every  day  the  prisoner  was 
confined.  It  was  his  choice 
whether  to  clean  it  or  not.  Word 
had  it  a con  had  trenchmouth  a 
month  before.  Everybody 
washed  — or  rather  rinsed— their 
trays. 

NO  SWEETS  are  allowed.  “This 
is  no  motel,”  reasoned  one 
prisoner.  If  any  visitor  brings  a 
cake  in-whether  it  has  a file  in  it 
or  not-it  is  eaten  by  the  jailer, 
according  to  the  guys.

meal.  If  you  don’t  like  it,  it’s  a 
water  diet  for  you.  And  if  you’re 
LDS,  it’s  tough  tank  all  around. 

The  only  attempt  at 
rehabilitation  is  offered  by  the 
boys  “at  the  other  end  of  the 
street”  — representatives  of  the 
Utah  State  Mental  Hospital.  One 
prisoner  has  an  obsession  with 
cars— taking  them  and  driving  for 
a block  or  two.  He  was  offered  a 
place  up  there. 

“Old  ward  56,”  one  prisoner 
mumbled.  “Would  it  be  that 
bad?”  the  car  cleptomaniac  asked. 
“Well,  you  can  get  out  of  there 
easier,”  the  one  prisoner  retorted. 
He  himself  had  gone  the  route  of 
“meetings  to  talk  about  a problem 
I couldn’t  talk  about”  and  hopped 
out  of  the  third  floor  aided  by 
sheets  tied  together. 

No  recreation  of  any 
constructive  type  was  offered. 
There  were  jigsaw  puzzles  every 
one  had  put  together  “thousands 
of  times.” 

The  library  boasted  140  books. 
The  jail  only  showed  Playboy  and 
dime  novels.  Cards  were  the  rule 
of  the  night.-  It  was  in  a hearts 
game  the  second  night  that  my 
name  came  up.  “Dale,”  I-said  and 
it  was  jotted  down  on  the  score 
sheet.  It  didn’t  really  matter. 

Monopoly  was  another  favorite. 


“Get  out  of  jail  free”  mumbled 
one  con  cynically  as  he  slapped 
his  card  down  after  being  “sent 
up”  past  Connecticut  Avenue. 
Each  player  never  stayed  in;  $50 
fake  money  was  immediately  paid 
each  time  for  bail  and  freedom. 

I got  a letter  from  a friend  while 
1 was  in  there.  It  was  open  and 
carefully  read  before  it  ever 
reached  my  eyes. 

“Dope.  Can’t  have  anybody 
writing  to  anybody  else  about  it,” 
a jailer  told  someone. 

IT  WAS  dope  that  put  me  in  the 
middle  of  things.  Because  I wrote 
in  a notebook,  they  thought  I was 
a narcotics  agent.  That’s  a 
synonym  with  death  to  them 
because  of  the  tremendous  honor 
code  of  “no  snitching”  among 
criminals. 

I was  different  than  the  rest.  I 
didn’t  smoke,  didn’t  drink  coffee, 
didn’t  swear,  and  just  wasn’t  like 
“one  of  the  boys.” 

“Are  you  a Bishop?”  one  drunk 
queried.  “No,  a stake  president,”  I 
laughed. 

-The  fact  that  I was  always 
writing  set  them  on  edge.  It  was 
when  I found  one  of  the  pages 
from  my  notebook  with  a few 
choice  quotes  on  it  missing  that  I 
decided  things  were  getting  rough.

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BY  Academy 
classes  offer 
enrichment 

The  third  annual  BY  Academy, 
a series  of  class  seminars,  will  hold 
registration  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center  reception  area  Feb.  9-11. 

The  academy  is  a learning 
experience  designed  to 
complement  regular  semester 
classes.

For  several  hours  prior  to  the 
time  the  Drama  Ticket  Office  was 
scheduled  to  open  its  windows  to 
the  flood  of  requests  for  tickets, 
bodies  were  compressed  along 
walls,  sitting  on  the  floor,  and 
winding  through  the  art  display  in 
the  center  of  the  HFAC  lobby. 

And  then  the  chaos  exploded. 

When  the  window  opened  at  10 
a.m.,  no  one  wanted  to  be  left 
out,  including  the  weary  groups 
who  had  been  standing  for  three 
hours  and  the  few  unexpectant 
who  had  wandered  in  only 
minutes  before.  And  they 
converged. 

And  as  students  crowded  in  the 
doorways,  hundreds  who  were 


heading  for  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall  for  Music  101  were  caught  in 
the  tangle.  And  when  the  building 
tried  to  empty,  even  more  were 
added,  until  lines  were  finally 
organized  around  the  lobby  and 
down  one  wing. 

Bob  Jackson,  a graduate  student 
from  El  Paso,  Texas,  was  the  first 
in  line.  Explaining  that  he  had 
“anticipated”  a long  line,  Jackson 
and  five  other  students  arrived  at 
the  window  at  7:45  a.m.  and 
commenced  studying. 

A second  student  near  the  front 
of  the  line.

A 
freshman  zoology  major  from 
Albuquerque,  N.M.,  said  he 
“didn’t  think  all  these  people 
should  be  crowding  in  line.”

Bartlett’s 

propaganda

One  who  philosophizes  will  surely  be 
careful  to  have  his  favorite  book  of 
quotations  close  beside  him.  Both  David 
0.  McKay  and  Richard  Evans  were  always 
ready  with  a perceptive  phrase  or  two 
from  some  past  literary  giant. 

No  doubt  the  most  well-known  book  is 
Bartlett’s  Familiar  Quotations,  which  has 
now  passed  through  14  editions.  The 
edition  that  began  with  a few  hundred 
pages  of  favorites  by  John  Bartlett  in 
1855  has  now  exceeded  a thousand  pages. 

Unfortunately,  recent  additions  by 
Bartlett’s  editors  are  less  familiar  and 
more  didactic.  The  cliief  editor  explains 
that  “literary  power”  has  become  more 
the  criterion  than  “fame,”  which  he 
admits  has  “opened  up  for  future  Bartlett 
editors  the  temptation  to  exploit  their 
literary  passions.” 

This  new  approach  has  so  influenced 
the  latest  edition  that  it  seems  to  be  a 
matter  of  personal  choice.  And  so  we 
have  Bartlett’s  quoting  Dean  Acheson 
(“Whatever  the  outcome  of  the  appeal,  I 
do  not  intend  to  turn  my  back  on  Alger 
Hiss”),  but  not  Senator  Joseph  McCarthy. 
Reprinting  J.W.  Fulbright  from  some 
speech  in  1964,  but  not  from  Barry 
G o 1 d w a t e r ’s  Cortsc/ewce  of  a 
Conservative.  Citing  at  length  from  John 
Kenneth  Galbraith,  but  not  William  F. 
Buckley,  Jr.,  Milton  Friedman,  or 
Friedrich  Hayek.  In  addition,  Bartlett’s 
draws  selections  from  Linus  Pauling, 
Benjamin  Spock,  Clark  Kerr,  Michael 
Harrington,  Martin  Luther  King,  (but 
surprisingly  not  Bobby  Kennedy),  and 
would  you  believe,  Stewart  Udall!  By 
what  standard  do  the  editors  of  such  a 
|)opular  reference  work  not  only  refuse  to 
recognize  prominent  conservatives,  but 
equally  choose  to  single  out  certain 
national  figures  over  others? 

Bartlett’s,  as  an  up-to-date  reference  for 
quotations,  is  becoming  a farce,  replacing 
familiarity  with  personal  prejudice  and 
liberal  propaganda. 

Consequently,  we  expect  John  Bartlett 
to  turn  over  in  his  grave  any  day  now.

WASHINGTON  - It  was  reported  this 
week  that  stagehands  at  the  new  Kennedy 
Center  for  the  performing  arts  have  been 
making  as  much  as  $1 ,500  a week. 

I don’t  know  where  this  fits  into 
President  Nixon’s  economic  game  plan, 
but  it  must  be  about  Phase  XVII. 

Phase  XVII  is  the  point  at  which  the 
person  who  pushes  the  piano  on  stage  for 
a concert  gets  paid  more  than  the  person 
who  plays  it. 

Rep.  H.R.  Gross,  one  of  the  leading 
cultural  lights  of  Waterloo,  Iowa, 
denounced  the  stagehand  payroll  as 
outfageous  and  urged  an  end  to  federal 
contributions  to  the  center. 

We  should  bear  in  mind,  however,  that 
most  congressmen  lack  the  esthetic 
sensibilities  needed  to  appreciate  the 
contributions  that  stagehands  make  to 
cultural  upliftment. 

ONE  of  their  duties,  for  instance,  is 
arranging  the  chairs  for  members  of  the 
National  Symphony  Orchestra.  That 
takes  talent. 


Imagine  what  would  happen  if  a 
stagehand  put  the  chairs  for  the  oboe 
players  in  the  trombone  section.  A 
Chopin  concerto  might  sound  more  like  a 
Mozart  mazurka. 

Or  suppose  the  chairs  were  badly 
angled,  so  that  every  time  a cello  player 
drew  his  bow  he  would  dig  a bassoonist  in 
the  ribs  with  his  elbow. 

Or,  worst  yet,  suppose  the  stagehand 
failed  to  put  out  enough  chairs  and  the 
musicians  spent  the  first  10  minutes  of 
the  concert  playing  musical  chairs,  with 
perhaps  a tubby  tuba  player  winding  up 
in  the  lap  of  an  undernourished  lady 
harpist. 

Such  debacles  were  commonplace  back 
in  the  days  before  stagehands  became 
great  artists  in  their  own  right. 

Today,  of  course,  most  stagehands  are 
graduates  of  the  Julliard  School  of  Chair 


Placement.  And  many  have  studied  chair 
arranging  under  such  maestros  as  Arturo 
Divanini  and  Leonard  Benchstein. 

IT  IS,  however,  in  the  field  of  curtain 
pulling  that  a stagehand  comes  into  his 
own.  For  here  he  truly  makes  or  breaks 
the  performance. 

How  often  have  we  seen  a dramatic 
scene  ruined  by  the  curtain  closing  with  a 
comic  waggle.  Or  premature  closure 
leaving  the  ingenue  stranded  on  the 
apron. 

The  curtain  sets  the  mood  and  pace  for 
the  entire  production.  Believe  me,  it’s  no 
job  for  an  amateur. 

A prize-winning  stagehand,  particularly 
one  who  has  won  the  coveted  Tugwell 
Award,  named  for  the  late  Horatio 
Tugwell,  the  “father  of  modern  curtain 
pulling,”  is  easily  worth  $1,500  a week. 

With  time  and  a half  for  curtain  calls.

Sanitone 
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Bangladesh  Prime  Minister  Mujib  and  Indian  Prime  Minister  Gandhi 
urged  Pakistan  to  give  up  the  hope  of  regaining  East  Pakistan  and  to  live 
in  peace  with  the  rest  of  the  subcontinent. 

Mujib  told  an  estimated  150,000  Bengalis  at  a Central  Parade  Ground 
that  he  was  asking  the  Pakistani  government  to  “please  give  up  plans  for 
doing  any  further  harm  to  Bangladesh.” 

“If  there  is  no  friendship  now  with  Pakistan  we  are  not  to  blame,” 
Gandhi  said.  “Their  faulty  setup  of  government  is  to  blame.  I hope 
Pakistan  takes  lessons  from  history  and  extends  the  hand  of  friendship 
and  goodwill  to  India  and  Bangladesh.” 

Gandhi  and  Mujib  were  in  Calcutta  to  discuss  withdrawal  of  Indian 
troops  from  Bangladesh,  repatriation  of  Pakistani  prisoners  of  war  and 
incidents  of  civil  strife  in  Bangladesh  between  the  Bengalis  and  Biharis. 

The  latest  from  the  United  States  is  that  it  is  not  planning  to 
recognize  Bangladesh. 

Credit  cards  threatened 

An  economist  at  the  Stanford  Research  Institute  has  said  credit  card 
companies  may  be  driven  out  of  business  by  card  abuses  by  1980. 
“Criminals  have  begun  to  use  stolen  credit  cards  instead  of  guns,”  the 
economist  said. 

Violence  will  solve  nothing  in  Northern  Ireland 

Prime  Minister  Heath  appealed  to  Northern  Ireland’s  Roman  Catholic 
minority  yesterday  to  settle  their  differences  with  the  government 
through  negotiation  and  warned  that  violence  would  solve  nothing. 

Heath  was  in  Harrogate,  England  addressing  the  Young  Conservatives 
conference  held  there  over  the  weekend. 

His  address  came  before  a brief  civil  rights  march  in  Newry,  Northern 
Ireland,  that  was  called  to  protest  the  slaying  of  13  civilians  by  British 
troops  during  a demonstration  a week  ago  in  Londonderry. 

The  address  was  followed  by  several  hours  of  violent  demonstration 
outside  Heath’s  official  residence  in  London  by  some  4,000  persons 
protesting  British  policy  in  Northern  Ireland. 

“The  road  to  a better  future  for  Northern  Ireland  cannot  lie  through 
defiance  of  the  law,  through  bombing,  through  killing,  through  the 
disruption  of  normal  life,”  Heath  told  the  conference. 

The  determined  British  government 

Heath  said  the  British  government  is  determined  to  carry  out  three 
responsibilities  in  the  “terrible  situation”  in  Northern  Ireland: 

-To  hold  an  authoritative  inquiry  into  last  Sunday’s  killing  of  13 
civilians  by  British  troops  in  Londonderry. 

-“To  maintain  by  the  means  at  our  disposal  the  greatest  p,.,ssible 
security  for  the  people  of  Northern  Ireland  to  whichever  community 
they  belong.” 

-“To  find  the  political  means  for  bringing  to  an  end  the  terrible 
situation  which  has  led  to  the  tragedies  which  are  so  fresh  in  our 
minds.” 

Heath  has  defended  the  role  of  British  troops  in  N.  Ireland  in 
shouldering  an  “unprecedented  burden.” 

The  war  must  continue 

Time  magazine  reports  that  Chinese  Premier  Chou  En-!ai  told  a group 
of  visiting  Americans  in  Peking  last  week  that  the  Indochina  war  “must 
and  should  continue”  if  President  Nixon  refuses  to  alter  his  eight-point 
peace  plan. 

Kissinger  says  Nixon  wants  to  end  war 

Henry  A.  Kissinger,  who  was  President  Nixon’s  secret  peace 
negotiator  in  Paris,  said  in  an  interview  published  yesterday  that  Nixon 
wants  badly  to  end  the  Vietnam  War  “but  not  m a way  that  breaks  the 
American  spirit.” 

Kissinger  told  Life  magazine  that  this  was  “our  major  concern  about 
Vietnam.” 


GROUP  REPORTS  URBAN  RENEWAL  HURTS  POOR,  BLACKS 


WASHINGTON  (FCNS)  - In  a 
recently  released  study,  the 
Washington  based  Citizens 
Advocate  Center  said  that  the 
poor,  especially  blacks,  have  been 
hurt  by  urban  renewal. 

Confirming  earlier 
conservatives,  notably  Martin 
Anderson  in  his  The  Federal 
Bulldozer,  the  Center  said  that 
Congress  has  spend  “over  $8 


billion  for  urban  renewal  which 
has  consequently  demolished 
440,000  dwellings  while  providing 
only  125,000  new  units  in  the  low 
and  moderate, income  categories.” 

According  to  the  report,  titled 
“The  Legal  Lawbreakers”,  in  the 
first  15  years  of  urban  renewal 
81,686  of  families  moved  from 
“renewed”  areas  were  black, 
compared  to  45,585  white. 


Sadat's  trip  to  Moscow  insures  support 


(UPI)  Egyptian  President  Anwar 
Sadat  arrived  in  Benghazi 
yesterday  to  brief  Libya’s 
president  on  the  results  of  his  trip 
to  Moscow  and  his  subsequent  call 
for  a peaceful  Middle  East 
settlement  instead  of  war  with 
Israel. 

The  Al  Gomhouria  newspaper 
said  in  Cairo  the  leaders  of  Egypt, 
Syria,  Libya  and  Sudan  will  meet 
in  Tripoli  today  to  discuss  Sadat’s 
trip  last  week  to  Russia.  During 
the  visit  the  Soviet  Union  agreed 
to  strengthen  Egypt’s  defenses. 

In  Beirut,  diplomatic  observers 
said  Sadat  and  Russian  leaders 
also  emphasized  the  need  for  a 
peaceful  settlement  of  the  Middle 
East  crisis. 

Syria  and  Libya  have  publicly 
rejected  a negotiated  settlement, 
insisting  that  another  war  is  the 
only  way  to  regain  lands  lost  to 


Israel  during  the  1967  war. 

Before  flying  to  Libya  for  his 
meeting  with  the  president.  Col. 
Moammar  Khadafy,  Sadat  met  in 
Damascus  for  an  hour  with  Syrian 
President  Hafez  Assad. 

Both  Syria  and  Libya  are 
partners  with  Egypt  in  the 
Federation  of  Arab  Republics. 
Sadat  is  the  federation’s  chairman. 
Sudan  is  considering  joining  the 
federation. 

In  remarks  to  newsmen  before 
leaving  Syria,  Sadat  said  a review 
of  the  Middle  East  situation  was 
necessary  because  “of  America’s 


recent  escalation  of  the  crisis.” 

He  apparently  referred  to  the 
decision  by  Washington  to  give 
Israel  additional  Phantom 
warplanes  and  to  allow  it  to 
manufacture  American  military 
equipment. 

Sadat  said  he  broke  off  all 
Middle  East  negotiations  with  the 
United  States  after  the  decisions 
to  aid  Israel  were  made  public. 

During  the  meeting  of  Egypt, 
Syria,  Libya  and  Sudan  in  Tripoli 
today  the  leaders  are  expected  to 
discuss  Sudan’s  entry  into  the 
federation.

Hobby  Center  aid  instructs  student  in  finishing  process.

Hobby  Center  provides 
varied  craft  instruction 


Students  can  now  find  some  of 
the  “lost  arts,”  and  even  do  the 
searching  at  their  own  speed. 
Ceramics,  candle  making, 
macrame,  and  other  crafts  are 
being  taught  every  night  in  the 
Hobby  Center  to  accommodate 
more  students. 

Formerly,  students  desiring 
instruction  in  the  various  crafts 
had  to  sign-up  for  a class  and  wait 
to  be  contacted  by  the  Hobby 
Center  staff  as  to  when 
instruction  would  be  given.  Under 
that  system,  the  number  of  classes 
were  limited  and  students  had 
difficulty  in  arranging  time 
periods  for  the  classes. 

The  new  method  of  instruction 
provides  an  instructor  every 
evening  except  Saturdays  and 
Tuesdays  in  the  crafts  of  potter’s 
wheel  and  clay  molding,  wood 
working,  leather  craft,  ceramics, 
candle  making,  macrame,  lapidary 
and  decoupage. 

“This  method  is  a real 
advantage  for  students  because 
they  can  come  any  time  for 
individual  help.  In  the  past  it  was 


more  of  a class,”  said  Elvin  Ostler, 
Hobby  Center  manager. 

A calendar  and  schedule  of 
instructions  in  crafts  is  posted  in 
the  Hobby.Center  store. 

No  instruction  fee  will  be 
charged  and  students  will  only  be 
required  to  pay  the  regular  Hobby 
Center  Fee  of  $.35  (or  $.25 
before  noon)  and  material  costs. 

An  additional  feature  of  the 
Hobby  Center  is  the  enlarged 
darkroom  which  will  allow  six  to 
14  persons  to  use  it  at  one  time. 


Unique  to  the  Marriott 
Activities  Center  will  be  the  sound 
system,  to  be  finished  in  March  or 
early  April,  with  more  than  20 
miles  of  cable  wiring  for  a 
microphone  system  with  304 
microphone  outlets. 

C.P.  Boner,  acoustical 
consultant  famous  for  his 
achievements  in  designing  the 
sound  system  for  the  mammoth 
Houston  Astrodome,  has  designed 
the  Marriott  Center  system  in 
conjunction  with  the  architect’s 
needs. 

Suspended  below  the  spherical 
scoreboard,  the  central  sound 
cluster  weighs  approximately 

8.000  pounds.  It  is  secured  by  the 
5,400  pounds  of  four  3/4  inch 
cables. 

Dean  Austin,  director  of 
Electrical  Media  at  BYU  who 
worked  with  Boner  in  tlie  design, 
said  that  the  complete  sound 
distribution  system  will  cost 
approximately  $150,000. 

Austin  said  the  system  generates 

3.000  watts  of  audio  power.  The 
amplifiers,  themselves,  radiate  so 
much  heat  from  the  power  they 
provide  that  a special 
air-conditioning  unit  had  to  be 
installed  in  the  power  room  to 
prevent  it  from  burning  itself  up, 
he  said. 

Compared  to  buildings  of 
“similar  type,  the  Marriott  Center 
has  a sound  system  which  is  two 
or  three  times  larger,  Austin  said. 

The  reason  for  the  large  number 
of  microphone  locations, 
according  to  Austin,  is  that  with 
the  kind  of  concerts  and  events 


held  at  BYU  it  is  not  unusual  to 
use  dozens  of  microphones  to 
project  the  sound. 

If  you  will  look  closely  it 
becomes  evident  that  the  central 
cluster  is  not  suspended  directly 
in  the  middle  of  the  building.  This 
off-centering  is  to  prevent  any 
focusing  of  sound  which  would 
tend  to  upset  the  overall  balance, 
said  Austin. 

The  Electronic  Media 
Department  will  bp  operating  the 
entire  sound  system  when  it  is 
complete.  The  permanent  central 
cluster  will  begin  operation  early 
in  February.  It  will  take  longer  to 
finish  the  microphone  wiring.
